IT la ALL RIGHT. 


The Compulsory Education Law as 


Applied to Parochial Pupils. 


The new compulsory education law 


of Illinois seems to have run afoul of the 
German Lutherans, among other denomi- 
nations, and a Bloomicgton pastor of 
that faith has just been preaching againtt 
it. A like troublo has arisen in Minne- 
sota. An exchange says, the opposition 
to the law seems to he based upon what 
is evidently a perversion and abuse of it, 
and not tbe intention of the luw itself. 
It eeems that in eome localities the 
officers have refused to recognize atten- 
dance upou parochial schools as a a com- 
pliance with the law, and have undertaken 
to say the children must attend the 
public schools. The language of the 
statute, which is before us, shows that 
this is not the intention of the law. The 
sole intent is to tmike sure that the chil- 
dren of the stiite shall attend 
sonij 


school instead of being either put out to 
labor, or turned loose to run the streets 
—that is all. It is not aimed at parochial 
schools at nil, and to do so would be un- 
just. 
JKoniiin Catholics and Lutherans,

of 
their own choice, 
at their own 


private expense, nither than to public 
schools. It is clearly right to entertain 
and indulge that preference, so long us 
they themselves foot the bill. It would 
be an injustice and oppression for the 
law to undertake to interfere with their 
privilege in this respect; and it was not 
the intention to do it. The complaint 
arises from the method of administration 
by narrow and 
super-serviceable local 


agents of the law, and that will in due 
time correct itself. The courts will un- 
doubtedly set this mutter straight, uud 
judicirilly declare that which is evidently 
the true intent of the law, that interfer- 
ence with the parent's choice of school s 
for the child is not at all contemplated 
by tbe law.

CROSS-COUNTRY IIACES. 


An Eteht-MUe Race Gallantly Won by 


William B. Day—Tha Other Winner*. 
NEW YORK, March 10.—The long- 


looked-for open handicap cross-country 
run under the auspices of the National 
Cross-country Association of America 
took place yesterday afternoon on the 
Morris Park race course, and was won 
by William B. Day, of he New Jersey 
Athletic Club. The distance was eight 
miles, and the course, which waswithiu 
Bight of the grand stand for nearly its 
entire length, was gone over twice to 
make the distance. The heavy rain 
made the track six inches deep with 
mud, and other portions laying over the 
fields and through plowed land nearly 
as bad. 


Of the 209 entries a trifle over a hun- 


dred started. The handicap wasdivided 
into forty-one classes, the winner, Day. 
being the only one to start from the 
scratch. 


At 3:5$ p. m. the pistol-sh'ot sent off 


the first lot 
Then for seven and orio- 


half minutes the others were dispatched 
at varying intervals. By the time the 
last man was sent away the others had 
strung along the eastern side of the 
park. C. li. Gardner, of tho New Jer- 
sey Athletic Club, was the first to turn 
the flag in tho field in front of the grand 
atand, followed by R Kuhlke, of the 
Proipect Harriers, who, for a novice, 
was doing great work. Day was being 
watched very clos»ly, and it was evi- 
dent that he was gaining upon the race 
and passing one after another of tho 
contestants with the 
long, graceful 


stride which he posses. 


At four and two-third miles he was 


thirteenth, and when six miles were 
covered he had crawled up into fourth 
place. 
When he came to the hurdles 


he took them gracefully, clearing them 
with ease. 


When a little less than seven miles 


were done Day collared Gardner and 
passed him. Running for thehurdle and 
water jump, he was nearly on even 
terms with Kuhlke, and both gathered 
themselves for the jump and went over 
together. Kuhlke landed squarely and 
getting his stride at once was the lirst 
over tho water jump. Day was not so 
fortunate, and tripped on tlie bank. He 
was up again instantly and went to 
work to overtake Kuhlke, which he 
did just as the half-mile track was 
reached. 
This was throe quarters of a 


mile from tho finish. Obtaining a lead 
of thirty feet Day ran in this way for a 
quarter of a mile, when he began to in- 
crease his lead, and pulling away from 
Kuhlke landed a winner by about 
hundred yards. 


For the condition of the course th 


time—fifty-three 
minutes, thirty-fou 


seconds—la considered to be remarkabl; 
good.

est time; the first prize, a solid silve 
bowl, and special prize for the first man 
of the club whose first six members fin 
ish first.

a lively meeting of the World's Fair 
committee of tho 
House yesterday 


afternoon and tho discussion was spirit 
ed. The committee mot at one o'clocl 
with Chairman Candler and six of the 
eight members ot the committee pres 
ent. 


Mr. Gandler presented tho bill pro 


pared by the sub-committee, and tin 
first section caused a controversy. Thi 
section provides t.hat the fair shall be 
inaugurated at Chicago in 1S92. 


Mr. Hatch thought that this section 


was hardly definite enough as it did not 
provide when tho fair shall bo held. 
He moved to strike out tho word "in- 
augurate" and insert the word "held,1 


taking the ground that while the fair 
might bo inaugurated in 1S9'J it mighl 
not be ready for tho public until the 
next year. 


Tho Illinois Representatives of the 


committeo, Messrs. Hitt and Springer, 
said that tho next section settled Mr. 
Hatch's objection, and they succeeded 
in having tho motion voted down. 


The second, third and fourth sections 


were agreed to; but the fifth section, 
which outlines the financial scheme on 
which the fair shall be conducted, met 
with determined opposition. The sec- 
tion provides that tho National Com- 
missioners shall bo satisfied that the 
local corporation under which the money 
is to bo raised has a bona fide capital 
stock of 83,000,000, and that §500,000 of 
this amount shall bo paid in, and that 
the further sum of tB,000,000 shall be 
guaranteed in case of necessity fo,- ita 
use. 


Mr. Itelden led tho opposition. 
Uo 


offered a resolution declaring that it 
was inexpedient to adopt the bill until 
Chicago had furnished a site and 810,- 
000,000, sufficient to guarantee it. 


Messrs. HUt, Candler, .Springer and 


Bowden favored tho retention of tho 
original 
section. 
It was contended 


that the Chicago people were willing to 
do, and had agreed to do, all that was 
reasonable in 
connection 
with 
tho 


financial plan. But they did not pro- 
pose to be blindfolded, it was claimed, 
and wanted some definite- plan settled 
upon before tho fair was opened. After 
considerable discussion, 
Mr. lielden 


modified his resolution so that it read 
as follows: "That when a guarantee 
fund of 810,000,000 shall be secured by 
the citizens of Chicago tho sufficiency 
and legality of which shall be satis- 
factory to this committee, that wo re'~ 
port the ponding bill with such amend- 
mends as tho committee may agree 
upon." 


Messrs. Hitt and Springer claimed 


that tho Chicago people had already 
given ample security, and that tho reso- 
lution and olher measures wei'e simply 
brought forward to delay matters and 
hurt Chicago's chances.

Sometimes men cover 
their sins by setting up false standards 
but everyone is to be judged by himself 
not even by conscience, for that is often 
out of order. Conscience should be gov- 
erned by the Spirit of God. Sometimes 
it is stilled by trying to shift responsi- 
bility, by sa\ ing (hat their sins are secret, 
but there is no sin hidden from God 
Sometimes men cover the'r sins 'by try- 
ing to believe they are light, but no sir 
is light in the sight of God, for the wages 
of sin is death, and on» of the fruits of 
sin is memory, which will never die even 
in eternity. Sins are covered by some by 
saying they have no feeling; their sensi- 
bilities are deadened by sin, which is 
deceptive. There is a groat light over 
this dark picture—the great love of 
Christ, who came to deliver us from the 
power of sin. The whole address was 
deeply impressive, especially the earnest 
appeal for all to turn from their sius 
Cards were passed through the audience 
while a hymn was sung, and Mr. Green- 
wood sang a solo.
